PLANMING HOW BEST " THE NEWS THIS MORNING

TO GOVERN CUBA

HELP TO BE GIVEN TO GOVER-
NOR GENERAL BROOKE,

The Task Is Too Complicated for
One Military Officer with A Bmall
Staff to Handle Satisfactory—He
Will Have the Assistance of Well
Known Experts.

Washington, Dee. 30.~The cabinet
meeting today wis not conciuded un-
til nearly 4 o'clock, the entire sesslon
being congsumed In discussing matters
in connection with the administration
of lnw in Cuba, It was pointed out
that the collection of the taxes and
customa dues, the administeation of
laws reldting to posial matters, and
the courts and man$ other Important
branches of the government of the
island would be a burden to heavy
to be borne by the military governor,
ussisted by only & smull staff, all more
or less ihexperienced In such maitera.
Practicnlly a new government had to
b established and L was agreed that
the multitudinous affairs incldent te
such an undertaking could be sue-
cessfully sdministered only by the cre-
